Upon rhis principle the selection from his letters 
and papers now published has been made. 

It has no pretension to historical eoraprehensivenciss. 
The historians of British India have (rented the period 
of Lord Minted administratem with a weight of 
authority, and in si spirit of candour, leaving nothing 
to be desired. 

Many imp-rtnni transactions are recurried in their 
pages which tind no place in Urn C4’HTCBjn>ndence !f and 
others again are brought prominently forward in the 
letters which heretofore have been well nigh overlooked. 

Nevertheless* the life of astate-rrnau floats on the 
tide of history, and his public conduct cannot be fairly 
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judged, apart from the eruditions of the time io which 
he lived. 

When Lon! Minto landed in India in IBQT, fifty 
years had barely elapsed since the British merchant r of 
Calcutta had become sovereigns of Bengal. One of 
hi* Dide^-de-camp who visited rhe battle-field of PI assy 
in 1808 mis conduced over (he ground by m eye- 
witness of that memorable victory* in the period that 
followed it, the gening of Clive nod of Warren Hastings 
cxtriulni t he Con>pJULj*s rule. 

Within n decade of Lard Minto’s assumption o f 
she Govemor^eneiiiLship the vie tori gum arms of 
Lord Wellesley had averted tie rupramacy of the 
British Power Dter the great er part of the Peninsula. 
But his policy was disapproved lit home j his career of 
victory was arrested while his conquests were st ill im- 
consolidated ■ and the services which had been t he 
iiisinmientti of his ff&fieaft were subjected to afi*>mcwh&t 
drastic treatment of retrenchment and reform. 

On lord Mmto’i arrival in India, he found a con¬ 
dition bordering on anarchy in the newly ceded 
territories; a barely suppressed rebellion amang the 
newly subjugated races; discontent Ltt the Company's 
sendees ; and a general objection to tht restraints of 
legality** 

Within two years of Ida instalment in the scat of 
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government, he tame into i •■iifliiT with pret.ensionfl of 
all others moat dangerous lo an irrfan l State—tho.^ 1 
engendered hy religion* bigotry* and by the spirit >T 
military ascendancy. How unflinchingly he jtisserKld 
the paramount authority of the civil power, while never 
forgetting that law and juntas tire the only stable 
foundations of government t may h*' seen lit (tic roir- - 
tipondenre now published.

CHAPTER L 

Tajilp AIrrro ns mined the reum of government at 
I'nlmllrL un July 3, 1807. 

Before entering on this new chapter of his life it 
will be desirable to east n introspective glance over the 
rirciimstani’ea which hud led to his appointment to the 
government of Indin. 

On the formation in 1806, of the Whig Ministry , 
called that of ‘the Talents,’ Uni Minto became Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Control, and in that rapacity 
confirmed 1 under reserve 1 the succession of Sir G*wge 
Hirrlow to ihe office of Governor General which, vacated 
by the death of Lord Cornwall!#-, devolved M a matter 
of course upon Sir George as senior member of Council, 
mitil w fresh appointment could be made in England. 

The death of Lord Cornwallis had occurred ulinriHt 
simultaneously with the advent of the Whigs to power. 
It will he reniemhered that the brilliant administ ration 
of Lord Wellesley was brought to n dose by his recall. 
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While he **. engaged in creating cut empire, Wi ™»- 
u , rB ip Leadenhall Street wore learning to their dismay 
that the prrwess was not * paying <m«- Impoverished 
finances with augmented responsibilities led thorn to 
the conclusion that the interest* of a trading company 
might he placed iu "afer if not in abler hands. Ai 
their urgent desire Urd Gorawnllif was prevailed on 
to return to Ituli» to nuragunte a reign of peats, 
and to observe a strict Attention from tote***™ 
in the affairs of the Xntive States beyond the British 

Hut Lord Cocn^aUis was old and infirm; he feit 
(hal he went out to die, md his death follow. ,1 
almost immediately on hi* arrival in India. When his 
authority fell to Sir George Barlow, the Ihrertora 
were happy to find in him, though a quondam pupil 
,if Jjjrd Wellesleyi a thorough-going supporter of 
(he policy which they had committed to M 
Cornwallis, and would gladly have confirmed him in 
the office of Governor General; bat such was not the 
iofctttJtfU of tiie Cabinet* 

Eflily in rebnmiy. Lord Minto was instructed to 
inform Sir G^rge Barlow that the permanency of his 
appointment was not to 1* considered as determined, 
find on the 1st of April he wrote Again to aoummor to 
Sit George the intended nomination of his successor; 
remurkfrlg at the same time that when in his former 
letter he hud whited the King’s Government to have 
reserved their ulterior judgment, he was not aware it 
waj so near the point of decision, for had he known it 
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he would, nt onco, have frankly and candidly imparted 
that information to Sir George him Bel f. 

Writing to his old friend Lort 1A illium Hentinck, 
Governor of Madras, on (he Hama day, April 1, Lord 
Minto nays:— ‘The arriingf'mentB with regard ta the 
Government of Bengal are alwnyH considered as belong¬ 
ing 1»1 he Cahinet, in which I have not a seat. But in 
fiict this particular measure has been Nettled and con¬ 
ducted I mny aay wit h the entire exclusion of my voice 
or judgment in the affair, ft. wtm determined upon 
Home works before it reached my ear*, and it was only 
communicated to me on the day on which 1 was df- 
fdn_fl to communicate it to the (.’hairs. I do not pay 
this in the way of complaint, being assured that the 
jH'ritt't cordiality of Lord Grenville towards me pre¬ 
cludes the possibility of intentional slight.’ 

Whatever the reason* may have been for the t-cra 
duct of (be Cabinet, it certainly bail an appearance of 
want .if candour that sufficiently accounted for the 
irritation muni fasted by the Court, of Directors- They 
Imd not forgotten that the Prime Minister, Lord Gren¬ 
ville, had warmly approved of the administration of 
Lord Wellesley which they had condemned, anil when 
the uarno of Lord Lauderdale was made known as that 
of the chosen successor to Sir George Barlow, they at 
once refused to consider the nomination. The Govern¬ 
ment, persisting in their measure, exercised a power 
given to the King by 33 Geo. ILL c. 52, and vacated the 
cunmisaion of Sir George, Both pirties being equally 
resolved, the quarrel grew hot and bitter. Mr. box 

* j[ 
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supported the pretensions of Lord Lauderdale with that 
passionate tarak'&snesfl of consequences where Lib feel¬ 
ings were concerned which made him beloved iis ii 
friend mid so distrusted rb n statesman. He positively 
refused to llatem to toy other name, and somewhat 
autocratically desired that the Jliiiijtiy should abandon 
the - right of notniit&tif>n sltogither, Hither than with¬ 
draw the one they had made in compliance with the 
objection s of t.h ri Ooiirt of Directors* Ibe discuffluniB 
in the Cabinet were *o prolonged and warm that Lord 
Minto appears to have had misgivings uh to th'- citeut 
to which Ihc divergences of opinion manifest ni there 
might httfonately be carried. In the conri» of the 
Hummer he wrote to Lady Minto that, while believing 
Lord Lauderdale to have many qualifications for the 
office of Guvnreor Goneral which would justify the 
appointment, he should himself resign if the Govern¬ 
ment persisted in forcing on the t om puny an indivi- 
ijnnl obneudous to them. A rupture between the 
Directors and the controlling power was imminent, 
when Lord Lauderdale Huddcnly withdrew his preku- 
monH, induced by the serious illness of Mr* Fax to 
ip urn him ftirt ln j r agitation on the subject, 

Jjird Granville inunedintdy nominated Lord Mintn, 
and the appointment proved to be equaliy acceptable 
to the Directors and to I he public, 

‘When the appointment of I*ord Lauderdale be- 
came manifestly impossible, 1 wrote I/rrd Mi nto to Lord 
William Bentiiuk, ‘the views of all parties turned to¬ 
ward- me, and the accidental union which manifested 
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it .. If on this choice seemed to mnkfl my nomination a 
port of peace-offering on both sides, and a means of 
compromise nod reconciliation which might solve a 
great difficulty, Under this inducement 1 accepted, 
tiot without a strong private mid domestic (struggle, 
xLdf without an anxions distrust of my q nn llfica tlonfl 
■for so weighty a burthen, a Fit nation, which, er> far from 
HAfllrin^ 1 thought a week before no hiimnn persuasion 
could have led mi to undertake/ 

Though by no mean8 fin adherent on all points to 
Lord WrlWJty’e policy. Lull Minto was os Lord Uruu- 
vilJe wi ll knew, second to no man in his devotion to 
the honour and interests of the Empire, while the 
nrituml in toleration of his character convinced tho 
Dtmrtors that no hankerings; after a showy policy 
would prevent their iunl ructions from lie Leg rigor¬ 
ously observed. If these were limited, as he after- 
war d" playfully dt^clarcd, to a general reeomuienriA^ 
tian tn maintain it system of noG-interveiitioTi t and u 
more definite one to control the consumption of pen- 
knhv^ we may assume that their confidence in the 
new Governor Gem rad was complete* 

With Ijorfl Grenville he had many conversation!! 
in which were foreshadowed the main fcutim s of the 
policy that before the dose of his adamnistmtion left 
Great Britain without a rival in thfl Eastern hemi¬ 
sphere. 

Such having been tho circumstance? that led to 
the appointment of Lord Minto to the government of 
Indi^ n few words may be permitted to us on the per- 
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Bonn! conditions which pointed him but us singularly 
fitted for the post.. 

r^owl Mitito’s early and intimate conned ion wit U 
Burke was the keynote of his political career. For that 
great man he formed an enthusiastic affection which 
was returned with so much tendemeuw and confidence 
that, when indulging after long years in n notroepect 
of their old friendship, he was able to >:>y. 1 T believe 1 
was among those whom Burku loved best, am l most 
trusted * 1 

Some of B nrke'a finest orations were due to the 
profound interest he felt in the relations of England 
and India, to the indignation with which he saw the 
interests of the native princes and people trafficked 
away by the servants of a trading Company, and to the, 
disgust with which he recognised that the ruling powers 
in England had minds too small for the sphere of their 
duty. These sentiment* were intensified by the natural 
bias of his intellect. There WM an epic grandeur in 
the dramas enacting “U that most ancient stage, 11 
tragic dignity in the fatten estate of dynasties ns 
ancient, a magnitude in the scale of the crimes and 
triumphs, the sorrows nod sufferings of which India 
was the scene, that, stirred his keenest, sympathies, and 
called forth the scathing eloquence that impart h to 
those who hear it something of its divine fervour. 
Burkn must hr allowed the honour of having been the 
first to awaken in ihe British Parliament, mid people 
a «™«» of their duty to the native races of India; yet 
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it cannot be denied that when the light of hi* imagina¬ 
tion played over the .loros of hi* knowledge, an ideal 
India was created, brilliimt and unreal as the luminou s 
piigeants which Asiatics love to trace in lines of hre on 
midnight skied. The following passage from hie speech 
on the East India Bill in 17»S, curious fur various 
reasons at the present day, may serve at oik* to conhnn 
this assertion and to show the traditions of a school 
of which Burke was the muster* 

t This multitude of men docs not consist of an abject 
and barbarous populace ; much less of gangs of ravages, 
like the Guaranis and duquitos, who wander on the 
waste borders or the river of Axeman* or the Plate ; but 
a people for ages civilised mid cultivated ; cultivated 
by ail the arts of polished Life, whilst we were yet m 
the woods. There, have bean (and still the skeleton* 
remain) princes once of greut dignity, authority, «un. 
opulence. There, are to be found the chiefs of tribes 
and nations. There, is to he found an ancient and 
venerable priesthood, the depositary of their laws, lcinu- 
iog, and industry, the guides of the people whilst living, 
tmd their eauaubitign in death; u nobility "f ^ At 
antiquity and renown; a multitude of cities, not eicceded 
in population and trade by those of the nr.i clan* in 
Europe; merchants and hunkers iodividual houses of 
wh nm have once vied in capital with the Bank of 
England . - . million# of ingenious immnft sturerB 
aud mechanics; millions of the m..,t diligent, and not 
the least intelligent, tiller*of the earth. Here are to 
b,; found almost ull the religion* pnJ&Sfled by men ; 
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the Brabminiea], the Mussulman, the Eastern and the 
Western Christians, 

* If 1 were to take the whole aggregate of our pos- 
heatLiona there, 1 should Compare it as the nearest 
p:n rj 1 1 1 h-1 I could find to the Empire of Germany ; our 
litmuidiate posse esiono I should compare with the 
Austrian dnmrnauns and they would not suffer in the 
eomporisoTL. The Nabob of ^ fude might stand for the 
King of Prussia ; the Nabob of Areot I would compare, 
a* superior in territory and equal in revenue, to the 
Elector of Saxony, The Bajah of BenEires might well 
rank with the Prince of Hesse, at least; and the Kajah 
of Taujore (though hardly equal in extent of dominion, 
superior in revenue} with the Elector of Bavaria. The 
Polygnrs and the northern Zemindars and other greirl 
chiefs might well class with the rest of the princes, 
dukes, counts, marquises, and bishops ilk the Empire ; 
all of whom I mention to honour, and biirely without 
disparagement to any or all of those most respectable 
princes and grandees/ 1 

It was no doubt dm to Sir (ftlherfr undent sym¬ 
pathy with the views kind the labours of his friend that 
in 1 7$lt hu w m designated m one of the seven Parlia¬ 
mentary Directors 11 fit- Seven Kings hb they were called) 
to he appointed under the provisions of Mr* Fox's Did in. 
Bill. 

Thu measure wan lost, and as with it collapsed the 
Miin*tiy and the reign of the Whig 1 party, the honour 
was a barren one; but hi& fir*t appearance on the

In tin? ftill nwing year he became one of the man¬ 
agers in the ( rial of iirrcn IlttHtlDgs-- * I'D* earnert 
desire/ he said in his opening speech on that occasion,

Having kept all these things in Ids heart he could 
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not bill ponder on them at the; moment when hi& 
destiny wna about to lead him among the people to 
whom hid early sympathies had been given; nothing 
could be more natural than that a few of bitf last hours 
in England should be spent with all that remained of 
his old friend. L 1 paid my visit ro Hiurbu yew^r* 
day/ he wrote to his wife a day or two before hs* 
embarkation, * and took leave of the old groves as well 
as of herself by walking round the pluce which to me 
and a few other people Is sanctified—ad 1 inn never 
there without feeling. Sitting there alone I ih might 
of more things t han even you would underhand/ 

From the groves which crown the heights "f 
Boucon afield it was only a pleasant drive to Tiipiuv 
Court* whore Lord and Lady Thomuod (Sir Joshua 
Reynolds" niece) turned one of the loveliest places on 
the Thames ; thence it was d,d * far cry T to Drapmcm fc , 
the home of the Grenvilles 5 nor tu Park l J bce t that of 
the Malmesbury h, with the little ^ Lavender Hattse J 1 
nestling under Its slopes- Of ettoh and of all these 
familiar haunts he took a hmg farewell* While to 
some of those, for whose sake they wen* dear* the word 
itself reman led unspoken.

I 
never go out- at all fill five o’clock in the afternoon; 
it is then cool enough to drive in the curricle. John 
is my coachman. We take a fftm on the Mount Road 
whith i H the general resort at that time of day. and 
strike off occasionally for variety into other ronds- 
Tl,e roads are all ns fine as the mauoLhait gravel walks, 
being composed of pounded brick; I he dust of this w 
rather troublesome. They are extremely wide, with 
trees on each side, and sire in effect, handsome avenues. 
The whole of the Choult ry plain, which extends Hevcn 
or eight miles from Madras, is divided into villas and 
pleasure-grounds, and the grounds are so extensive 
tb:.t the houses tire much farther from each other than 
on Putney Heath, or Wimbledon Common. These are 
the habitations of the English, and the higher class of 
natives. John and I finish our drive where we are 
invited to dine, the hour being seven o’clock. As yet 
1 run in a round of great dinners, at which 1 meet the 
some thirty or forty grandees even- day. 

Most people couie and go in their palanquins, and 
travel at the rate of five or six miles an hour, carried 
by four bearers, and attended by four more to relieve 
e&Ah other, all running and always singing some ditty 
nr other. Indeed, in carriages, going a good round 
puce with four fauna* on a smooth road, you arc always 
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at leak'd by men <m foot, one for each horse, and often 
inure for dignity—so that it is not one miming 
footman af Iwo, with a fine gentleman or fine My i 
here and there our, sis in Germany or Itulv, but every 
sort of person hem is followed by a cloud of volant™. 
This annoy* me extremely, very much to John's lunuse- 
ment, who assures me that they f ike it, while I am 
thinking how 1 should like ii myself with my lungs in 
this burning sun. They run thirty miles on end with¬ 
out thinking much of it, and will set off buck again 
with little or no nit, t ine advantage is that they are 
not burdened with b heavy wardrobe. I wus not pre¬ 
pared for the entire nnkt'diLeM uft.be Gentoo inhabitant*. 

I menu the men, nine tenths of whom have literally no 
clot he* except only a narrow belt about the waist from 
which another is passed between the limb* exactly us in

In .nice. It seems really strange to n tfrijfr u —the cant 
word for a European just arrived, and would, I suppose, 
seem still stranger to our countrywomen if these men 
were white instead of black or timue.

This face of men are not 
exactly Am demy figures, not being very muscular, bin 
their forms me remarkably delicate and elegant, and 
many of their eountenoiiei's uncommonly line. , , 1 he 
habit of walking without- clothes giveB them a free and 
manly as well as a graceful gait. The rx*i of the in¬ 
habitants, who are Moors, and the richer Genloos, are

From that fortunate class to the lowest there is n 
regular gradation of dishabille. The women arc almost, 
universally very ugly. They certainly have none of 
them livens, for the vertical sun make- them no hoi ter 
t Lan it makes 11 cucumber. They work hard in his very 
beams, and, when they may re. 4 l, lie in I hem on the 
baked aaml even when shade is close to them. 

‘ The Hindoos arc all marked with the dist inct ire 
sign of their castes. Those are painted or rather 
plastered on their foreheads with elutMim, a sort of 
very fine plaster lime, for which Minima is famous. It, 
is coloured in various ways, sometimes gilt, but gene¬ 
rally of a yellow tint. The marks consist in a soon* 
or several scores upon the forehead, horizontal, 

some vertical, some oblique, according to the caste. A 
very frequent, mark is a round patch just above the 
nose. They all perform their ablutions every morning 
before they eat- The mark? of canto arc therefore 
effaced- Theybreakfast without them and renew them 
immediately afterwards.

t A thousand whimsical consequence^! aQ d ten thou- 
inconvenient* often mi lions, restraints^ result 
from these original bid firmly established institutions. 
One great eopvetiieneft however, of these sEngolnrities j 
mmt mention, which is that no servant is fed or eve n 
lodges in the house. They receive m> much money* 
and very little it is, and provide for thteuelTO- The 
coach ns eti alone wear liveries, and they are dressed 
e saintly like English postilion*! but, im soon as they 
leave their box* they strip off their European finery, 
and walk off stark naked to their own huts and dress 
their rieVt and have no tun re to do with you till the 
carriage comes. The coachman would scorn to rub his 
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horBtf dow a, and the horse-keeper would scorn to ruh 
more than one horn- ; lienee it « lucky that all these 
gentlemen have no religious prejudice against low 
wages : eight or ton -thillinge a month pays all wages .

Now, our eeeretinies arc 
all tnodijflt men, who scarcely read above their breath. 
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It ie a constant strain of the ear to hear them* the 
bufiineeti is often the heaviest mid dullest kind* the 
voices monotonous, and as one small concern succeeds 
another* the punkah vibrates gently over my eyes \ mud 
in this warm atmosphere the whole operation has been 
found in the course of five hours somewhat composing. 
It is often a vehement struggle to avoid ft delec¬ 
table oblivious wink. But if ihe sovereign nods, the 
empire must fall to pieces; the fear of which ban 
hitherto kept my fond eyelids from kissing each other, 
but no! from most loving dispositions. However, if we 
nod and listen much, we have little occasion to write. 
The secretarie-s reduce all our orders into minutes of 
Council, letters* instruct ions* ^c.

All these run on foot at a round trot, some of tiu-rn 
proclaiming my titles; which, as the proclamation is 
nit her long, 1 imagine must be Hindustan*' for Gilbert 
Elliot, .Murray ofMclgund, and Kjnynmonnd of that ilk- 
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Tlie worst of alt is the eiceMlve annoyance at home 
by the sftjpe sort of crowd and incessant enioamg U. 
The first night 1 went to bed at Calcutta l was followed 
by fourteen persona in white tmiahn gowns into the 
dressing-room. One might have hoped that some of 
them were Ladies; but oil finding that than Were us 
many turbans ami black bauds an gowns, l was very do- 
aintus that these bearded handmaids should leave rue to 
single Tom, which with some trouble and pernev, none 
1 accomplished, and In that one room 1 enjoy a degree 
of privacy, but far from perfect. The doom arc open, 
the partitions are open or transparent also, and it is the 
business of a certain n umber to keep an eye n\«m me, 
and see if I want the particular service which each is 
allowed by bis caste to render me. It is the sum u iti 
bid; a set of these black men sleep and watch ail 
night oil the floor of the passage, and tin orderly man 
of the body-guard mounts guard at the dour with 
Sepoys in almost all the rooms, and at. all the stmr- 
t:nMa ‘ These give yon :t regular military Hidnte every 
time yea stir ont of your room or go up or down stairs, 
besides four or five with IWHW running before you. I 
have gradually gut rid of ibis troublesome nonsense, 
but enough remain* and must remain to tease me and 
turn comfort out of doors. As to John, he ns orient al¬ 
ised already, and is mighty content to have five follows 
attend his toilet; one bolds a glass before hun, one 
has bald of his foot, another of his knee, his hair, his 
tv>dy. I have a barber to shave me and a hair-dresser. 
Tom thought he ought to have some office also; and 
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after the man had dressed my hair he cho» to tie my 
cuts till I prevailed on him to be leas oriental, ami 
leave the care of my cue to the hairdresser. 1 have 
banished m much of this as possible from Burruckpore, 
and we are more L-nmfortable there ^ but after all, 1 
believe the beet way will be to endure what it in im- 
posisUbfe here to cure entirely* Rurmckpore surpattfes all 
my cipectatioafi, in the beauty of the ground, the 
beauty of the Kitimtioii, and the emu fart. of it'd ways, 
compared to Calcutta. The grounds are a ini store ■►f 
]i;trk ami pleasure^grouiRia. They sire laid out with 
the greatest judgment aiul tuHte* and their extent 
i 3 very otmaidembJe* There is a great variety of 
fine limber and curioiu omamantaJ shrubs and 
flowering trees- Fools of water of very pretty forms 
and certain insqmditieft of surface have been artificially 
produced, but. the real beauties eottsiat in the rich 
verdure which covers the whole, the magnificent tim¬ 
ber, and the fine river which forms one wide of the 
place from end to end* Although it i* a tide river, 
there in no mud on the aide* ; the grass extend* to low 
watermark* The breadth of the Ganges here is suffi¬ 
cient for grandeur, and not. too milch for beauty. It 
U all alive with a brifik navigation of bouts and ve^aaU 
of different build find dimensions, anil all of the moat 
picturesque for in 3 and fadhans. Thu present house is 
what i= called a bungalow or gotfcage f and war* intended 
only as a makeshift while the great house was erecting. 
It iti si cottage, indeed, but a very eonsMenible budding 
compared with the European scale. Tim bungalow 
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whs originally compiled of three large rooms, which 
opened into a verandah surrounding the whole. Sir 
Ucorge Barlow, by converting each comer of the 
verandah into a nmall room, has greatly improved the 
comfort of the house. The verandah next the room is 
n charming apartment. It afford# a long, shaded, airy 
wnili with a most beautiful prospect, and we dud it an 
excellent eating-mom.

The Duke was the nominal chief of the new Cabinet, 
[la chief members were lord Camden, President uf the 
i uHiicil; Lord Eldon, Chancellor; Lord Hawkcsbnry, 
Home Secretary; Air.

Lord Castlereogh, War and Colonial Secretary; Mr. 
Perceval, Chancellor of the Exchequer; Mr. Bobert. 
Duudus President of the Board of Control. 

The new Ministers took their seat Ron April 8. Gn 
April 16 Lord Grenville addressed the following letter

you may attach to their assurances, If your resolution 
should be to send a resignation, let uie (hen suggest 
the propriety of your enclosing it to Elliut 1 with dis¬ 
cretionary powers as to making use of it.

tn ri letter of later date, Lend Grenville reiterated 
Ms earnest hope that Lord Miuto would take no deter¬ 
mination to resign eid'pt with the advice of his friends 
in England. 

Neither of these letters reached him until he hie I 
adopted and acted upon a course similar to that indi¬ 
cated by Lord Grenville. Ho sent to hi* son a condi¬

‘When the political conneiion of a Governor 
General with parties at home is found to divert him 
from the duties of his office it is time enough to 
remove him . On the question of adherence to political 
and personal eonnerion, I cimnut. think this office at 
till implicated in those consideration-;; hut I hold ilmt 
point as so sacred that, if there is a difference ..f 
opinion, or the slightest feeding on the subject among 
my friends at home, I hereby authorise you to resign 
for me. For I will not place myself or consent to 
stand upon doubtful ground in that respect. I received 
my office at the recommendation of Lord Grenville, in 
very peculiar eiiciunstaiices, from the Court of Directors 
It wuh not solicited ; it wits to me n real sacrifice of 
many things that are dear to me. It was a public ac¬ 
commodation at the time, and was generally gratifying 
to Government , to the Directors, and to the public. If 
I retain it, I shall not hold it of the favour or good 
will of the present Ministers; Mid, remaining subject 
to all its public duties just as before, 1 contract no new 
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politicul obligations, form new putty engagement or

The next fleet brought, the confirmation of Lord 
MintoV powers from t he new Minister#, coupled with ex¬ 
pressions of an earnest desire that he should continue to 
administer the government of India, and a number of 
private letters from Windham mid others urging him 
to remain in India, To Lord Renville he replied;

• My dear Lord,—I feel most A-uably the kindness 
of your letter of April 10, which 1 have just received.

... I need hardly say that l have thought much and 
deeply on the part which it becomes me U act on the 
present occasion.

Your fetter confirms 
mv own. judgment on this point, for 1 am persuaded 
ymi would not hare contributed in any degree to the 
chance of subjecting me to a reproach so mtukrabl* us 
that of preferring office to honour, if that delicate 
point had appeared to yuti involved in the question, 

* My opinion, and I presume the universal opinion, 
is that frequent nnd light changes in the load Govern¬ 
ment of India are extremely hurtful to the interests 
0 f this country. ... If the Ministers have the same 
sense of their public duties that I have uf mine, tlio 
service will suffer n a prejudice from the want afpolitical 
connexion or even of personal cordiality b«fcw«® ns. 


* If I find a want of support and confidence really 
detrimental to the interests I run charged with, nnd 
if 1 see reason to apprehend mi set instruction of my 
conduct dangerous to my reputation, in either owe 
the remedy Is in tnv own hands, i shah not suffer in 
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the meanwhile prudential cousdoratiun* to wealstm or 
mmp hit exertions for the public feme* b,lt 1 ma ? 
he ji little more careful to preserve the mean* and 
dcRtnmonlH of my own juetitienttoii.’ 

This letter prodded the following very hearty une

I had no doubt that your opinion* 
would entirely coincide with those of your fend* 
here both as to the general question which ha.- for the 
second time placed no- at a distance from the public 
service of mv country, and as to the particular measure 
which we adopted under the *3 »g.il.* circumstances 
iL1 which we were placed last year.

BU re* towards the mass of the fciab nation, and keeps 
that island exposed to the double peril of eml war and

But T should have still 
mora deplored this calamity if it had indirectly led to

All my correspondence will, 1 
trust, have shown you that, in taking the resolution of 
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remaming there in the discharge of the duties of your 
most important station* you have done that which on 
every public mid private ground is most agreeable to 
my wishes. Eut even if you had been led, frutn who¬ 
ever motive* to have adopted in the tirst instance any 
different resolution, you would* I am confident have 
altered your sentiment s In that respect as soon nn you 
learnt the danger to which it seems likely that a nr 
Indian Empire Is soon to be exposed. As 1 have no 
means in my present nit nation to learn with any detail 
the information or opinions of tGovernment on that 
* object {and indeed keep myself studiously at a dis¬ 
tance from both k I speak only of what is publicly 
known* It is impassible to bt? without apprehension 
on a matter of each vital importance to the country t 
buti f have great comfort in reflecting on the moans of 
resistance which you proses*, and on the decision and 
ability with which I urn certain those menus will be 
employed by you. I wish I could say or think the 
sums of this country* hut I verily believe I do not 
speak from party feelings when I declare that no 
nation was in rny judgment ever governed by councils 
more deficient in eveiy principle of true wisdom, or by 
men more bent on ^lerifieing to per.sniud Tiiutiveei all 
those eonsiderations by which the conduct of a Govcto*- 
ment. ought to be directed* UTiat (he i>-uc of the 
rtrange scenes now passing is ultimately to be no 
Mian i an preS eud to prophecy* but it is difficult, even 
for the most sanguine mind (and mine is not a little so) 
to augur good from them to thin country; and if evil 
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is to come the best consolation that can attend it will 
be the rr-H ectkm of not having contributed to it,.

In 0 ne of Lady Malme*hurj ! » letters of this 
period, addressed to her sister at Minto, she advised 
her, * to collect ami arrange all her old letters, for 
there Is nothing so curious. To consider letters as 
the true history of the times you should have them 
on both sides of the question, for we know how dif¬ 
ferent is a story told by diArent people. Letters 
are more the account of prejudices ami parties than 
the truth, but it ia that very drcutnstante that, 
makes lliem so amusing, as they give tha history 
of the pamvM instead of passing judgment upon 
them/ 

Tlic contrast between her version of the circnm- 
stancea that led to the dismissal of Ministers in 1HIJ7, 
and that given by Lord Grenville, forms a most apt

When the new Governor General Arrived in India 
he was to Indian politicians * a dark horse. 5 Though 
ho bud (4ken jjart in ail the great parliamentary ques¬ 
tions of his time, Ills reputation aft a public man rested 
mainly on hie conduct of affairs while employed in the 
Mediterra n en n and at Vi tuna. 

Tls" few months during which he held the office of 
President of the Board of Control had given him a 
certain knowledge of current Indian business, but had 
hardly sufficed to make him known to Tndfan officials. 
It WH-B generally understood Hint lo- hud been tu i 1 j. ■ 
front rank of those members of the Whig party who 
had been first to see that the principles endorsed bv 
the French Jacobin* were equally subversive of civil 
liberty and qf national independence.

Wlirii a public man is better liked than his mea- 
mum, ir l.= not um'nmnum to bear them aeerihed to hrnl 
advE-^rB. Sj« it was in t his ras.% But Cord Minto wjjm 
not willing to accept a defence based cm his ignorance 
of matters which be was bound to know ; &tIU less on 
Id ft dra lit y in accepting viawi inculcated hy nthera. 
He had* he said, piter deliberate invert igatton and re- 
flection, thought it his duty to prohibit, for a time, 
public preaching by natives for the purpose nf conver¬ 
sion, and also to prevent the dissemination of publica¬ 
tions in the native languages, containing scurrilous 
abuse of persons and things holy in the estimation of 
our Indian subject^ whether Hindoo or MaluKumedtui. 
Hr had aot t he confessed, been cl ware of the ruin which 
a removal of the mission press from Serampoire would 
inflict on the mifirikmariea t l ©w[iigt4i the peculiar cmuim- 
^tuncffl nf their property 1 there. No sooner was r ids in¬ 
evitable congruence of the intended measure seen than 
the order for it wan rescinded. It was due to Dr, Leyden, 
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the eminent Orientalist, that .it this juncture the 
Governor < ieneral tut tho leading members of the 
Wiisiion were brought fuee to fane, and that the latter 
^Sere onublcd to state thoif case personally to the 
Governor Genera], Dr. Laydeti stood high in the esti- 
nui»ion of Land ilinto, by whom his learning and his 
energy of eh;.meter wore fully tipproe.h,i,d. Moreover 
there »m a link between them of which both odumw- 
hdgi*il the strength. Both came from * Teriot-water,' 
n fact held sacred oven uti the banks of the Ganges. 
Ur, Leyden, as the personal friend of Mr. Marsh man. 
and Ur. i any, advised them to lose no time in crossing 
i lie liver to the pleasant park nf Burm-kporr ; there te 
seek an interview with tlie - great chief,’ for the neten- 
Bible purpose of offering him their translation of tin- 
Riuunyan. With knowledge of men, not always poa- 
Beasod by students of hooks, Dr. Leyden had seen that 
sympathetic relation* in one t-huw of subjects would 
indubitably lead to smoother ones in others. So it 
proved. The conversation pas^d easily from literary 
*» tlu*e specially iiiterost.iLig to the missionary.*, 
- ,ll J w},f n thc interview was over, both parties retained 
impressions of mutual good-will. Hit visitors rovug- 
nis«l iu Lord Minto the candour and simplicity that 
were natural to him; he found in them a sincerely 
pious wat, tempered with discretion, which won hi'-; 
respwt. The Governor General declared that nothing 
was further from his intentions, or more foreign to the 
view* of Government, 1 ban to affect in (he smallest 
degree either the interest* of the missionary body, nr 
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the personal comfort and convenient of those worthy 
men, and he remained satisfied with their assurance 
T liEkt. the works hereafter to be printed at Serampore 
(ill on Id He previously tfubtnitt'd to the revision and 
sanction of Government. The press therefore remained 
at Seram pare. 11 may be t hat he felt a Little dihh- 
appointment when* r few day« after these events, an 
address was presented by the missionaries to the 
Government of Semmpore* in which the concessions 
made to them were bribed to the particular interposh- 
tion nf THvitie Providence and the instrumentality of 
the Danish Governor. 4 1 confer/ Lord Mm to good- 
hntnouredlj 1 remarked* 1 that 1 thought. it wui to the 
Governor General io Ccmnci] lliat gratitude was due* 
but 1 suppose 1 was wrong. 1 

Nevertheless his kindly sentiments toward* the in- 
dividual 4 belonging to the mission and his respect fur 
their aims never altered* Thej are often mentioned 
in his correspondence as his 1 very good friends, 1 and 
though a sense of public duty had imposed upon him 
the obligation of checking their ovei^aealous haste. 
Ids personal feeling? ensured to their literary efforts 
his constant and warmest encouragement.

Not long afterwards a specimen of printing in the 
Chinese characters by the natives employed on the 
Serum pore press won Lord Minto’a hearty adjuiratioia. 
He would gladly have headed the list of subscribers to 
the first work in the Chines language to be pub¬ 
lished at Bemmpore—a translation of the Gospel of St* 
Matthew; but on finding that, ho could not * stop out 
of himself and (separate hb private from his public 
character/ and that objections were made to his 
appearing in the undertaking in his public capacity, 
ho subscribed largely to a copy of Confucius about, 
to emanate from that press, desiring that the profits 
derived from the sale of that book should be ap¬ 
plied to the publication of the Scriptures- The idea 
was at once taken up, and the friendly spirit displayed 
by Lord Mtuto was cordially acknowledged* lit a few 
days subscriptions to the amount of 2»0D0L were ob¬ 
tained, intended to be applied collectively to the pub¬ 
lication of the Scriptures; besides we ikre told! direct 
contribution! to the extent of 300/. Every gentleman 
in Calcutta was rfiady to add hifl n:ime to the li*t, 
Uifd Minto's example having 4 served to stimulate the 
liberality of the community J 1

Ttie good understanding arrived at with Dr. Carey 
iind Mr. Marsbnura was not, sufficient to allay the irri- 
tathin camed by the censorship institute!I bv the Go¬ 
vernment aver the publications of the Serampore press. 
Tiiere were men in Calcutta whose views wen of a 
more worldly oat,ire, and who were by no means un¬ 
willing to cause trouble to the Government, by assuming 
some oNta functions to themselves. The Rev. Claudius 
Ji lt.uj.tn, one of the chaplains of the Presidency, was 
prominent among these. Though making use of the 
Serampore press, ami in friendly relations with the 
missionaries, nothing could be less like the simplicity 
of their tenets than those held by him. In a memoir, 
‘on tlie expediency of introducing an ecclesiastical 
establishment into India for the benefit of our own 
country men, and as a foundation for the ultimate 
civilisation of the native*,’ of which Mr. Buchanan was 
the author, he wrote; ‘An archbishop is wanted for 
India a sacred and exalted diameter, oiimumdod bv 
his bishops. Of ample revenue and extensive sway. . . 
"Vwunt something royal in a spiritual and temporal 
sense fnr the “hjwt subjects of this greet EaBtem em¬ 
pire t« ] W |( up W Again: ‘ When once our national 
f diurch .hail have been confirmed la Indin, the members 
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of that rhur^'h will be the best qualified to advise the 
Nrjiti- nfl to 1 be means by which from time to time 
(he civilisation of the natives is to W vffc-ciedJ The 
belief that the institution of a hierarchy would be 
efficacious in prcKlneing the conversion of (ho llintlon* 
was m firmly held by Mr. Buchanan that, as it waa re¬ 
lated tit the time, while rejecting a suggestion that he 
might himself be the first archbishop of the East* he ex- 
churuod, * Race the mitre on any head. Never fear# it 
will do good among the Hindoo* ! + To Lord Min to, ns 
a Scotchman* it may have hotn ban! to perceive that the 
placing of a nui.ro on one head would inevitably infuse 
l'hri^tsanity into another; tat In- fully recognised the 
meaning rif the claim set up by Mr, Buchanan on behalf 
of his felli^W’-Churchmen to advise the State on the 
means to be adopted for the civilisation of the natives* 
and he did not therefore share the jfiirprinc of the 
simple-minded men of Semmpore when they discovered * 
at a subsequent period, that Mr* Buchanan had never 
been entirely reconciled to the induence obtained by 
the press for Di#ti*rd*T8* 

A mt uiorish drawn up by Mr. Buchanan for presen- 
laf eoii to the Governor General in Council in reference 
to the measures Intel 1 ? adopted by Government with 
reference to the Sera m pore mission* wn* forwarded to 
the Court of Director** with the ixurnncntB and evplo- 
nations of the Governor General and his colleagues. 
These appear to have satisfactorily disposed of the 
questions at issue. But it ii remarkable that while the 
statements in this memorial were categorically refuted 
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at the time, they have reappeared again and again with 
aH the virulence peculiar to ecclesiastical censures, As 
Jute as Juue 1845, the 1 Calcutta Beview' contained 
an article entitled* The early or delusively Oriental 
period of IJoiemment Education in Bengal,' repeating 
the three leading charges in the paper of 1807;— 
that the Government hid virtually suppressed the 
i-in-uintion of the Script area and (he preaching of 
the trospel;—that it only consented with extreme 
reluctance to abandon »u intended removal of the 
inissint.arv press from Semmpore upon the remco- 
etrenoe* of tho Danish (fovernar, who felt the honour 
and sovereignty of his nation to be involved in the 
issue }— that the consequence of the imprimatur 
iJiifwscd by Government waa the aubmiasionof religious 
works to their native officers. 

I he charge of having suppressed the preaching of 
Hie tffwpei Lord Minto disposed of as a miirepiwci- 
tatton of facts. 1 1 suspended the public peaching 
nf natives to natives in the native languages at the 
seat of government., because, with the real of proselyte*, 
they (reached tlu flame inflammatory mutter and !he 
Name exhortations to civil dissension-, bad been 
priliteil. The press is not suspended, but is kept 
under regulation. Preaching is upended, but in not 
intruded to be finnlly pr^hihi 

The second charge, awarding to Lord Minto, 1 did 
ant contain a particle of truth.' Though the press was 
■** U P in territory, the only market for it* 

publication* was British India; though the leading 
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missionaries resided at Serum porc s they were British 
subjects ; Dr* Carey holding moreover mi official appoint- 
ment under Government, that of Ptofasanr of SiUDwrat 
ami Bengalee in the College of Fort William. Under 
sueh conditions it Dover occurred to anyone concerned 
that the honour of tin:- Danish Govomniont could bo 
affected by the transactions that have been related, nor 
that the an doable relation* between the Governor of 
Serampore and the Government of Calcutta wore en¬ 
dangered because the former had mode friendly repre¬ 
sentations to the latter concerning the peaceable 
dcine-HAOur and general good conduct uf his neigh¬ 
bours* the British missiaruiric* residing at Serampore. 

To the third subject of complaint, that the impri¬ 
matur established by Government over the publica¬ 
tions of the pres* necessitated the submission of works 
on the subject of our holy religion to the native 1 ftgfhts 
of the Govern monk, Lord Minto replied, that the 
intervention of a native was not mmarntj to enable 
member* of Government to form their own opinions 
of writings produced In Persian and Bengalee; and 
That the regulation com plained of already enisled 
towards nil t ho pres *>8 of Calcutta* If, therefore* the 
right of the Government to Mflrciae an imprimatur 
over the press of Serampore wore denied oti the ground 
taken up by Mr* Buchanan that the civil power was 
incompetent to form a sound judgment of religious 
works. Lord Minto observed that the nest itep must 
be an ecclesiastical censorship of the press and a 
return to the dark ages. He di^daimed all desire 
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fji judge of the ort.h<xluiy or the error involved in nuv 
theological propositions, hut he asserted that it was in 
the capacity^ nod that it wa# the duty, of (.f^renuneiit 
to decide whether or no the publication of certain 
proposition* under the existing conditions could be con* 
* 1 iu j cd with safely to the Hfnie, In illustNition of 
hi* opinion that they could not be so t ha quoted iu i 
Government letter to the .Secret Committee the follow* 
ing passage from s religious pamphlet published by- 
Mr* Euclmimii :— 

1 The Mjihfjinmedaui profess a religion which has 
ever been characterised by political bigotry and intern* 
pi-rru.o zeal. In this country that religimi still retains 
the character of its bloody urigin^ port U-ulurly among 
the higher classes. Whenever the hfhhomtuednn feels 
his religion touched, he grasps his dogger* This spirit 
was Been in full operation under Tipfjao*& government,

and who was therefore naturally to he supposed well

4 |jCt tiie recommend to your serious fot^ideiaiioii

The remainder 
of this tract seems to aim principally at a general 
massacre of the IJrahmin? of this country* A total 
ahotitaon of casts is opetJj preached. A proposal to 
efTm-e a mark of carte from die foreheads of t-oldiera 
cm parade hutf had its share in a massacre of Chris¬ 
tians. Is it possible that your Government should be 
require! to countenance public exhortations addressed 
to a Qfintoo nation to efface at once, not a little spot 
of yellow paste from I he forehead, but, the whole insti¬ 
tution of enste itself, that, is to say* their whole scheme 
of civil polity m well as their fondest and most rooted 
religious tenets ? This is to be accomplished by course 
and scurrilous invective aj^ainst the most revered older 
of Hindoo society and addressed to that order itself. 

M fo&Ve you to form your own judgment on those 
performances, which will [w that of n Christian gentle¬ 
man* , + * I am no -enemy to the progress of Christi¬ 
anity in India* If u the wuy f T observe, of some who

1 do nut think we should he justE* 
bed in refusing the dispensation of the Christ inn reve¬ 
lation to this great country for our interest -rr Gentility* 
but I run not equally ready to sacrifice the great inte¬ 
rests which are confided to me to a blind principle of 
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compUiraicfl towards every indi ,*eretioq, which &gd 
or uegligBDce rnay comLu.it. 

* In ray opinion the uussioiinries would advance 
bettor by mixing with the people, hj habit eating them 
individually to the more amiable point* of their doc- 
trine, and attracting to the latter by its beneficent in¬ 
fluences, rather tlmn by the mysteries and dogmas of 
their faith* 1 have some reason to think that the 
pres* and the pulpit have not. worked weU. In in any 
Instances I know that those who have nut been rmii.iJo 
angry have been inside narry by these engine* of enj- 
version.

A mope formal document— namely^ n general letter 
to the Secret Committee — ends thus : 4 With remind to 
tranalatkiis nf the Scriptures into all the languages of 
the world, it is a work with which we warmly sy in pa¬ 
th! tre t and to which every countenance will be curdinJjy 
afforded by us ; but if the pupils of Mr. Buchanan should 
employ themselves in inundating the wretched compo¬ 
sitions which we have tranemitted to your Honourable 
Company* we shall not think that they advance the 
eauae either of religion or of letters, jmd they must 
expect no coiiutensmce from us either as Christians, a* 
seboUrs, as statesmen, or as gentlemen* 1 

Sonimpore passed from Danish into British hand* 
in January just a mouth after the date yF 

IjQfd Minto’s letter to Mr. Parry, Immediately on the 
receipt in India of the intelligence of a rupt ure be¬ 
tween England and Denmark, the order to occupy 
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Sorampire wag given to the Company's forces. Writing 
of this event to Mr. Parry. J^rci Mmto said* * Our 
wort hy neighboura, the .Senunpore mij^kmuries. have 
psperienmi no Sort of inconvenience from nor occupa¬ 
tion of that factory. I flatter myself J run on the best 
possible footing with them, at least in temponl con¬ 
cern a, If they should be lens satisfied on other points, 
I may hope* from rhe religion they and I profess* that 
charily will accompany seal.* 

Two years hi er he actively interfered to promote 
the extension of the ministrations of the tdtiaiowuy 
body to the great cities of North era India, 

In the course of 1H10, penruBiioo was sough r of 
the Govern meat to Sikbliqb missions in [.he N. W* 
Provinces. Two gentlemen in the Serum pore mission 
desired to proceed tq Agra and Delhi. The Governor 
General in Council stated that he saw no objection to 
allow them to do so, but desired thorn to make the 
application for leave to proceed there, mifing nothing 
of anytkvnff This sentence wag understood to 

mean that jus their objects, more distinctly stater], might 
provoke a prohibition from the Court of Directors, 
Itord Minto took it on his own responsibility to give 
them the desired permission* 

It teems strange that this net. of grace* instead of 
being grateful to the missionaries, drew from the Hoy. 

.— Wunl the comment: £ Nov we are Likely to get 
stations fixed with the public permipirion of Govern¬ 
ment, and we shall be tolerated like toads* and not 
hunted down like wild beasts/ 
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At that very time no one, however influential, wu^ 
allowed to travel in India without a passport* or to 
reside there without, u direct License from the Court of 
Directors, There are copies at Minim uf several letters 
in which Lord Mintu eipreases regret that lie cannot 
give the permission requested by residents at Pondfr 
cherry to travel in the Company's dominions; and in a 
letter addressed to one of his family he mentions the 
receipt of m somewhat harsh order for the i mme diate 
return of a gentleman to England, who htul gone mu 
in the same ship an himsetf, had lived eight months 
in his home, and had subsequently held some small 
appointment in Calcutta. That he had so done with¬ 
out license was no doubt an irregularity, and the 
orders of the Cuiirt had to be obeyed ; but do evidence 
remains that the gentle map, who submitted to the 
undoubted authority of law, frit himself thereby to 
have liduJ anything in m minion with a wild be-flit.

history of our lives* This year has been, uncommonly 
favourable to L,vginriers. The 1 best weather generally 
coiiik‘ 3 on about the middle of March, hut oar March 
wan the finest mouth iu the year from htt gfarrfmg to 
end. It was delight fill. The heat inurr-L-H-d about 
the middle of April, but was quite endurable till the 
end inf the first week in May.

I started at half alter five in the morning 
which is early enough in this cool weal her. Ati hour and 
fifty minute* is the time I generally pass on the rW;

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CHAPTER V. 

The year 1808 whs memorable in the annals of Eu¬ 
rope ua that of a supreme criuis iu her fortunes.

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France and Germany; we pnwrved to Turkey a great 
portion of it^ empire, driving cut its enemies, the 
French; we havo constantly fought the buttle* of 
Eurojje agninHt France; and rill Powers m* now ranged 
on the aide of ¥ 'ranee against us.

Unfortunately, 
Sir Harford, though he hud lived for many years in the 
East as a merdiutit* and latterly :vs consul at Bush ire* 
wna considered in India to be toinlly unfit to conduct 
m delicate a minion. 

In January 18QB* rumours reached India of the 
march of a French army under General Menem toward* 
Persia on the way to India, while it became known 
that a great military embassy attended by four-and- 
twenty French officers amJ three hundred French 
soldiers hail actually arrived there, giving it out that 
they were the advanced guard of an army. ’ The first 
project is believed io be to take possesKmo of a port 
on the const of the Persian Gulf, by w hich they may 
cumin unlento with the Mauritius, and receive supplies 
by iVJi, and from whence they may attempt an invasion 
of the western coast of India, and unsettle the minds 
uf the native princes by promises, meiLnces t and in¬ 
trigue/ 1 

Of the English envoy to Persia nothing was known 
at ulL The last act of Lord Gmndlhrs oil mini at rat ton 
had bf#?n the appointment of .Sir Harford Junes, who 
was directed to proceed in the first instance to St. 
Petersburg to offer to the Czar the mediation of Groat 
Britain between Russia and Persia. 

The peace and alliance between France and Russia 
had rendered the failure of this preliminary mission a 
certainty \ while the fall of the Ministry that bod en- 
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trusted it to him murk- it doubtful whether flir Harford 
Jones would be confirmed in the more important ap¬ 
pointment. 

[ n the* meanwhile the aspect of affairs wo* becom¬ 
ing' daily graver, ns the co-operation «f franc* and 
Russia in the Enat grew more probable. 

* An long ;is France,' wrote ls>rtl Minis,’ * might he 
engaged in continental warn in Europe, the projector 
directing her nnn* towards this quarter must bn con¬ 
sidered impracticable; but if her armies have been 
liberated by a pacification with Russia and by the 
continued submission of the Power* of Europe, the 
advance of a considerable fort e of French troops into 
Persia under the acquiescence of the Turkish, Russian, 
und Persian powers, cannot 1>e deemed an undertaking 
bevond the scope of that energy and perseverance 
which distinguish the present ruler of Franca.

the two sovereigns, it ia now pretty well ascertained 
that the surmises jicwirtled from the first by those 
accustomed to watch the political .-kie^, wen* nearly, if 
not absolutely* correct* Like those happy strokes of 
divination by which, great discoveries have been made.

The iudjfiettnioe in EngLnml a* to the damgerN threat- 
,-aiug India, of width Sir Arthur Wellesley complained 
two years before, flour gave way to grave apprehenidous- 
][,> himself wrote again to his former correspondent, 
CafoneL Malcolm, that ‘the state of affairs cmwed 
great imiiaty, but it is of that nature which you have 
wcMiuuftUy witnessed in timid urnl undecided men 
who fear something, they know not what, and are more 
afmini of the remedy than they are of the danger to 
which they are exposed.’ This was iu February I8»8- 
lu the course of the spring Lord Granville, in 11 letter 
to Lord Miuto already given, Eluded to ‘dangers to 
<»ur Indian Empire, in presence of which Lord Mini* 
conki hardly have OfiMUtad an intention, had it t*en 
formed, to resign his important functions there;’ and 
the official correspondence from London showed that 
an invasion of India was looked upon by the ministers 
n? a vary serious danger*

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seemingly pretty generally known, was added Hie

One should look 
fern close communion between Greet Britain and the 
Turk. And if that consequence were to follow the 
partition of Turkey t our opposition to the progress of a 
French army might begin on the hunks of the Bosphorus 
Intend of the Indus.

Of such allmn^ there is 
(*, much reason to doubt the efficiency and th* policy, 
A wise man will not allow an enemy to approach 
the gat™ behind which stnud doubtful friends. ‘ 1 mu

^ It- iw therefore reasonable that, before she accedes to

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tret her against them. Tills is matter of negotiation, 
not for a preliminary, Ac. Ac- 

‘General Malcolm, knowing the political complexfoa 
of the Court, seems to haw conceived that timidity wan 
the quality on which hu had the best chance of tip.-ra¬ 
ting, ami tint the fear of France and Russia could only 
he combated by a still stronger apprehension of British 
power, 

‘Intimidation, therefore, was the engine he praised 
to employ in the first stages of his mission. I confess 
that I should have thought it more advmttngeons to 
give an entirely different character in the negotiation. 

J can easily believe that, the arrival of onr Envoy in 
Persia in cireuimitUDces which would justify hostile 
measures on our part must have created solicitude con¬ 
cerning the intentions of this Government, and thnttha 
menace of some great measure of coercion or resent meat 
on our part, to follow on General Malcolm's retreat from 
IVrein, might operate favourably to hi* views in some of 
the minor points under discussion; but it canu.it pro¬ 
duce any substantial benefit, because in truth we find 
1’i‘rsia herself under dreumstKicen of extreme difficulty 
from which «hn cannot be driven violently, but from 
which she requires the hand of friendship to estrienre 
hot gradually. I regret that this expedient wit* rewrted 
t „ . ‘for mil being founded in truth it savour* more of 
artifice than l think suit* the true dignity of this 
ti rjveram«it- If Persia i« found to la- decidedly hostile, 
it dues not enter into onr views to weaken our force and 
resources, in the fruitless endeavour to subdue that 
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great country, whether supported or not by a grunt. 
Kuropean hiihj. 1 regret it ul so beennae, whether any 

ahort- advantage is obtained by this species of intimida¬ 
tion or not, it tn List create irritation and disgust, and 
far retard the desirable work of conciliation and of 
union which we have in Hand. 

* I should certainly not think it either becoming or 
politic to approach the Persian Court in a posture »f 
supplication; on the contrary, we have ground for 
remonstra nt against the more than unfriendly conduct 
of that Court- Hut we have not low to learn that a 
temporising compromising policy is the frequent refuge 
of weak government.^ implicated in the disputes of 
more powerful States * and onr intercourse with her 
should he tampered wit h indulgence far those obstacles 
t«* a cordial demeanour which we know exist, 

‘The dignity of our Sovereign and of our national 
character will not be impaired by forbearance, which is 
dm: from the strong towards the weak. 

Mu my opinion the most dignified b:isii on which we 
can treat ^riili Persia is that of common iniervt. The 
measures we have in propose to Persia are those winch 
I sincerely think can alone afford her any prosed of 
escaping from the pressing danger of being involved in 
the general scheme of French conquest- 1 would avow 
ttt the same time, without scruple or disgust hat we 
also have an interest in securing Persia against its occu¬ 
pation by French armies, and that the defence of Persia 
will lie un additional menus of eecurity to ourselves. 
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‘From this avowal they wiki Learn nuthing that the 
French Ambassador has not Jong since taught them* 
Eut we shall obtain better credit in the vivace we 
proffer to them fur their own interest h t when they 
know we have at Least no bidden motive, and when we 
Hhall have given thfe pledge of onr friendship mid 
sincerity.* 

The minute conclude# With a hope that a door may 
still be left open to negotiation* 

Malcolm mean while had convinced himself that the 
Persian Court was under tile absolute control of the 
French Ambassador* It had issued the most positive 
orders, dictated jointly by tin- Fteiieh AmbpL^id--r and 
by «n Envoy lately arrived from the Russian camp on 
ihe frontiers, prohibiting the advance of Malcolm or of 
any individual of his infssLoQ towards the capital- It 
wu$ suspected, and the (net was afterwards niimitted* 
that designs were entertained of preventing rhe depar¬ 
ture of the mission, or of rotf unm g the chief member* 
of it as hostages. MnJenlru therefore took l he resolu¬ 
tion of leaving Hash ire without awaiting orders^ and 
of proceeding in all haste to Calcutta to make his ei- 
planations and to receive further instructions* 

The mission from which so much hud bean expected 
had fsdleil- It is possible, even probable, that, a more 
conciliatory course than that adopted by the British 
Envoy might have enabled him to remain in Persia 
until a change of efrcumatance# produced a change of 
Sentiments un the port of the Persian Government* 
wiicn hia personal popularity and his con spicumia 
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talent* might have restored the pra*t igt of the British 
name, and enabled him to conduct his negotiations 
with better nfWt i.hnn Sir Harford Jones ; but the 
ncglrd. with whsi-h the Indian. Government had treated 
Persia during the years that had elapsed flim-e 
Malcolm^ first mission, had perhupfl a greater share in 
producing the present disappointment than his Bonn— 
what ill-timed arrogance. 1 

The first intimation of MhIcuIei/* return to India 
wm given by the despatches which be brought himself, 
and forwarded to i.VihmttE* from the north of the 
Hoogldy. 

It appears from his own journali that he war some- 
wlmt doubtful as to what Ins reception might bus 
and was praportianably relieved and gratified by its 
warmth.

We must now revert to Sir Harford Jones* 

He had arrived at. Bombay in April, following 
rapidly on his letter addrawl from the Cape of Good 
jiupe to the Governor General, yet not rapidly enough 
to arrent the departure of General Malcolm, which had 
taken place before hid arrival* He therefore remains! 
at Bombay to await the result of Malcolm’* mission — 
a cmirse warmly approved and encouraged by Sir James 
Mudrintofib, thou Recorder of Bombay, and a hourly 
admirer uf General Mabolm. 1 

When intelligence reached Caluutta of the probable 

i f^atad, Maltulcfl waived Hup rank uf m Urigndacr Ger^iflJ 
bclarokii departure for Fe^i*. 
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fill]lire of Malcolm's negotiation and of his withdrawal 
from Persia, the Governor General saw no furt her reason 
for detaining Sir Harford in lodisiiasid he, to whuni every- 
Jliiug relating to Persia had been unreservedly cornmu- 
Dutiied, now received T.ord Mintons authority to depart 
no the mission to which he luxd been np|H)iul*Hi iu 
England- This was oil August 12. On the '22ml, 
Malcolm reached Calcutta, and mu the -ame dov, before 
the Governor General in Council bad finished reading 
the despatches forwarded from the mouth of the 
lliruglilv n few hours before Malcolm s arrival, olden* 
were sent to Sir II. Jones to await further instmctiouH 
Bt Bombay. 

They appear to have had the effect of quickening 
Ids movements. He stood not on the order of his 
going, Imt went at once. On the 29th a still more 
urgent commtiniention was addressed to him, afti'f the 
division to occupy Car ruck hnd been nrnvnd lit.; but. 
when it reached Bombay, Ssir Harford was on the high 
w -jih. betters at tlwt period seem usually to have taken 
from eighteen In twenty days uti the road between Cal¬ 
cutta and Bombay- fk this oeeflaion the mins caused 
a delay of five days in the arrival of the express. I ram 
Bombay it was despatched with great expedition after 
Sir Harford in a quick sailing vt-N^ U and would haw 
come up with him if she hod not sprung a mast and 
been constrained to return to Bombay to repair. 

Fortune at this juncture density favoured Sir 
Harford. It was obvious that the measures in contem¬ 
plation could not be proceeded with while an Envoy, 
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representing His Muje^ty, wna on hi® way to Persia. 
Some sangtiioo spirits entertained the belief that an 
tl e receipt of Lord Msnto't despatches, Sir HArford’* 
re-eznhkrkritinn would immediately fallow on his arrival. 
i,-.nl Minto thought otherwise; and when, nt the end 
i if September he acquired inteliigunoe tliint. Sir ILirfonTs 
determination to proceed on hi? embassy I n id not been 
shaken by the first despatch from fakutta, relating 
the circumstances under which Malcolm had withdrawn 
froitt Fitful, Lord Mint!' did not hft&itrite tn su^if'rui 
the fmpimtirnis which Malcolm hail gone to lh«mliEiy 
to supc [intend* On Septendier the (i rwmor 
ttonerel wrote to Malcolm that he had abauduned [ill 
hnpe of arresting Sir Harford'® departure, nud that in 
thpir ignorance of the reception he might meet with in 
Persia the expedition to Cnnaek must be nwwwiriht 
suspended. * We cannot commit hostilities in Persia 
while the Knij* nf England is negotiating with the 
King of Persia. . * * You will have to withdraw 
Captain Padcy and nilyamerfahliahuipnt from Bushire, 
There should \x* no posalhilitj afjmtVng beblfeett any¬ 
thing that is yours and *Sir Harford Jones's—I mofin* 
no possibility of it® being suspected or impuhsj hy 
him/ The letter ends with the remark that he had 
great doubt® of being able to control Sir Harford from 
Fungal* but that ha hail the right to do so t and should 
assert it* 

It must be remembered that nt this time ihe 
tiwvernmcntat Calcutta was convinced of the Futility of 
imy negotiation with Persia, and of the reality of the

the counsels of the Persian Court- Tr followed that, 
iti their judgment, Sir Harford's proceedings were 
v c triply obstructive, causing loss of precious time. 
But iu the course of (lie winter n change came over 
the views of Indian HUitesriLen. The apprelunsiiin 
nf a French Envawiim bad diminished* if h wa* tint 
nltogether removed, and in March iHUfl Lord Mint-* 
was able tn write to General Mnkolm, with ninny 
r’Xprt 1 of regard and of regret at the inevitable 
disappointment the ftiuiouneeincui he was about to 
make rami cause him, that he had detenniood to 
abandon the expedition to tie IVrsiun Gulf; the last 
in format! nil from England having satisfied him that 
(lie nffefri of Europe were sufficiently agitated to 
preclude for a time, on the part, of the French, 
such difficult and distant projects as had called forth 
the lute policy and iiiesihiire* of the Indian <rnvern- 
tnent.

Silence* All disputes arc unpleasant to relate,. tuore

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has betn frequently, and not always ncci irately related, 
it ia necessary to trout of it in some detail. 

It has !>f-n represented tlmt the despatch of two 
missions to Parma had arisen front the jealousy onter- 
uiiuni hv the Indian Government of sld Envoy fr'un 
the t.Vowtt. Thin wti* not the cb*. The resolution t« 
appoint an Envoy to represent licith I ’r“wn and tom- 
puny hud been triken with Lord Minto's knowledge and 
pnrtuipalinn, before he left England. \l had doul.t- 
Icga strongly urged the propriety of selecting the in¬ 
dividual to fill the office from the Indian service, which 
contained many eminent men well qualified f"r 
the post; tint the advice minted to the choice of 
the individual Envoy, not to the nature or source of 
his powers; concerning these there had l wen no disetts- 
sion or difference of opinion. For nine mouth* after 
hie arrival in India Lord Min to heard no word >r Sir 
Harford Jones, beyond the fact of his having been 
selected f-r the minion to Persia, to include a pralimi- 
miri mission to St. PeteretaUg. in the main while 
events were liuming on : the circumstance* under 
which the appointment had been made, and the Ministry 
who made it, had changed. The state of affairs in Persia 
was urgent. It mused, as we have seen, great finiiety 
in England us well as in India. Lord Minto conse¬ 
quently deemed it. his duty to send a mlisioD from 
Jndia to Persia on the distinct understanding that 
Colonel Malcolm, to whom he entrusted it, was not to 
present his credentials if he found Sir llarford Jones 
there. In that eu.se he was to subside into the agent 
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of the Governor General* Rid even thin secondary 
position originally JiHsigmii to him euxtcelJed im- 
mediat dj no the receipt, gf Sir Harford Jqn w%= ram i n i- 
niuition from the Cape. 

Instructions were sent forthwith to Malcolm to

bnrkatUm at Bombay, it whs under the conviction thjit 
the time for profitable negotiation was past* His desire 
that there should be uu disking or jostling betw^rj 
Malcolm ntid Jones bus l>eeia Stated, What thcii wntf 
the cause of the bitter strife whirli rmn<* of paper still 
mint to prove, if nut the action uf Sit H. Junes in rt?- 
pudbiing th# authority uf the Government of India,

Maju&ty? On his arrival in Persia he found that the 
aspect of things had entirely changed during the thru- 
months which had elapsed sauce Mnkolmh* departure 
French promiiea had not been followed by performance ; 
ifrc Persian Court had cooled Cowards (heir new friends, 
and had grown alarmed at the prospect of a rupture 
with their powerful neighbour tn India, On the receipt 
of the intelligence contained in the despatches to Sir 
Jrlr-Lrftin:! Jones from Calcutta* of the in tenths! expedition 
ngnin^t Ciwnickj linger whn added to appreheosiort. 
Thereupon Sir Harford saw no better way of restoring 
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the mumimitj of the Pcrsum Coott, and of smoothing 
Jus own advance to Teheran, than to givo them the 
n^umiice that a greater than the Governor Genemi 
stood before them in hJ^ own person. Throwing ofi all 
allegiance to the Indian lioveraniout he proceed to 
give a solemn plwlgfi that no aggression should be 
committed on the dominions of the King of Persia 
long tin he displayed a wkh to preserve amicable rein- 
lions with the King of Great Britain.

In a minute hy the Governor General, September 
15, 1808 , it is remarked that even should France 
nioxtd in establishing an ascendancy in Persia, much 
would remain to be accomplished Jtcfore India could be 
tjuect-ssfully invaded, and the hostility "f t he inMjacsnt 
Smiiespecially if seconded by the co-operation of the 
Prititdi pi-iwer, might yet be expected to frustrate the 
design, or at least to reduce the invading army to a de¬ 
gree of debility which would give our troops a decided 
superiority in the field, Tin? importance to our interests 
of previously establishing with these Slates a direct 
communication was obvious. 

It was therefore proposed to send missions to the 
Stated lying on and beyond the Indus—'Lahore, Cabut, 
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And Scinde— for the purpose of organising a system of 
defensive alliances* based on a eutttmon interest in ri!- 
hintiog tbe advance of an invading force. 

The Home Government had been prepared by 
despatches of a previous date fur tbe measures curried 
out in tbe Hummer of 180 S. In a letter to t he Pre¬ 
sident of the Board of Control February 10 of that 
yenr T Lurd Mltl to bad written : 

1 If the views of the enemy nhoukl extend to the 
direct invasion of Judin by irn army proportioned to that 
undertaking, their march must probably be to the Indus, 
uikd must lead through the kingdom of t-ubii] and tbe 
territories of Lahore, as well a* through the countricn rit 
several independent chiefs situated between Perrin and 
the Fninpany’s possession!?.

The most formidable obstacle to any successful 
combination with the WestBm States was to be found 
in tlieir mutual jealousies und cull dieting jut crests.

Before the purpose of the mission was opened* its 
mere arrival had sufStfed to n waken the jealousy and 
nupieians of Buujeet Singh* When its object appeared 
to he to gain his aid in counteracting the advance of 
hostile armies into India, the Rajah made it manifest 
that hin *■ reparation* against a danger which pr« winced 
no great impression on his inind P wap only to be secured 
by the furtherance on the part of the Company of liin 
own designs aguin-d the territories of the independent 
Dikiis.

Then begun a weary period r*f marching 
nnd eminlur-iimrehiiig, —of fruitless negotiAtiona and 
hfdple^ jioquf^TTitie in the fpolijition of tho*r whom 
Metcalfs employers pmpotal ultimately to protect; 
while the Governineni ad t'alcutta looked cut* nr it withom 
anger, but with the determination to avoid a rupture 
while it wna yet uncertain whether the big Hnuri iri 
the distant horizon wu tn burnt upon them or to dis¬ 
perse. 

Daring this period of doubt and siiBpeitue 
ip lati fixations jlh a fint-nde diploma list wore brought 
to the test- Nothing eould exceed, we are told, tV 
lucidity of ttfa desplehesi, or the tact s skill, patience, 
and dignity with which ho conducted these critical 
negotiations and finally carried all h.is points.

There have, however, certainly been 
other more specific causes for the eit nsiordiiuiry preva¬ 
lence of the crime at particular limes or in pirtieular 
quarters- Among these has been the nature of our 
jiEiiieiuK and police rataHkhiDeiit#* The judge and 
nmgijstmto k an English gentleman; but all hi* mih- 
ordinate nfhccra and imstnmcTitN are necessarily mrtire* 
The probity and good in tent ions of the English mugis- 
Irate may in general be relied upon ; but his vigibiic f 
pirsema] activity, intelligence, nr talents, are not equal 
iu all cases to his integrity* The consequence often is, 
that the practical and efficient part of the police 
e?iM, iipon tin- black subaltern □ dicers, munugst whom 
it i* hard I v too much to say, Although it sound* like 
an uncharitable partiality to my own fair complexion, 
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that there in scarcely :nt example of fidelity to any 
I ri j it, mid scarcely an exception to uni versal vcu&lity 
and corruption. Thr magistrate derives his inform;*- 
lion uf tile Crimea commit led in his sritluh from tide* 
mrnipt source, and trusts for the detection, apprehen- 
sion, and punishment o| the criminals to these venal 
ugcntft* The const^quenee bus hi many instances been, 
it has been lately ascertained hy the nnrMt minute 
mid authentic investigations, that the magistrate Las 
renamed entirely ignorant of a very large proportion 
of the ofiumw committed within hit* jurisdiction* and 
bust emigruEiiluted himself on the good order and exact 
police of u country in which the inhnhilanbi could not 
sh'Mp securely in tIiriir houses, and in which greur 
bodies of armed banditti have Wen robbing and burn¬ 
ing the villager, and mnrrluring and torturing the 
people all round him. Tin:- native officers uf police 
have very generally been connoted with the gangs, 
and I may Hay universally s deuced oil her by bribes ■ ir 
intimidation. Another pi^uliarity in India is the 
to!id alienee of ji local gentry to whom the charge of 
the local police and other local interest* may, ns in 
England, lie ji t least in part committed, far from 
aid in these objects, {rovertrment has often to contend 
with the count cruel km of the landed interest. Thu 
iftniudartt, or getMlemen of lauded property, Imre very 
commonly no other idea of an estate titan as a field to 
plunder in, nor of the influence wlikh propirty givts, 
ihalt an n p'owr to extort- and pillage amongst the 
people subject to them. The leaders of the dacoitq 
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find it their interest to conciliate this ehiw of people* 
a ml by a participation m the plunder, or by other in- 
ductiiieotfl, obtain a secure refuse and protection in 
their estate. Tile \wt security of n]] t however* en¬ 
joyed by the djiooits* ha* been the mtrm illation of the 
unhappy people who are the objects of thrif rapine 
and cruelty* It w impossible to imagine* without see¬ 
ing it, the horrid ascendancy they had obtained over 
the inhabitants at Urge of the countries which haio 
been the principal scene of their atrocItlM* They had 
established a terrorism as perfect us that which was 
the foundation of the French republican power* and 
in truth the or captains ijf the band, were 

est-wied and even called the hakim or mling power, 
while 1 the real Government did not possess either 
untbority or influence enough td obtain from the people 
the snmliivf aid towards their own protection.

‘I was not a little shocked, and could nut help fe«l- 
ing some -hame, when I I si tame fi illy apprised of the 
dreiitlful disorders which afflicted countries under the 
very eye of Government; and for many months past it 
has burn .me of the principal object* to put this tnou- 
h troiis util down. Partly by a new selection of mngis- 
trates, who appeared peculiarly qualified for that hjmiucs 
of service, by new regulations and additional penalties, 
and hy the employment of the most netivc efforts, 
supports byrcgnlnr force, to seize tie sirdars and 
make some signal example.-^ I tun happy to nay that 
hitherto the success bus even exceeded my expecta- 
tion«. in Niiddtmh, wliich was the principal seat of 
this evil, there has not been a single dacoity during the 
hut months; and it is in that one district that the 
computed average of persons put to death in torture 
win, seventy a month, Sine sirdars have bean executed 
at rule spoL, and the impression of that example wan 
remarkable. The people had corns to think it impoK- 
aibln that the leader of an established gang ihoukl lie 
punished, or at least capitally punished, and they 
looked on with fully os much awe as mtiafhcticn tm 
this proof of the supreme power of Government. The 
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imnAequonce of the*c Mftmplee, and of the detenui na¬ 
tion Government ha* evinced to *nbdue these villains, 
h'di been the breaking \lp of the gauge, the High! or 
reinsure of the captain*, stud a aufHeieiit nitwtt of flour- 
Hge l iiid of confidence in the protection of lioVenuncnt 
umong&t the people to procure both prosecutor and 
witnesses for the detection and punishment rtf then- 
and ail other crime*. It will require a continuous 
eicrtton, however, with such improvements in the 
^eriem! svatern as events avid reflection may *ugp*Ht* to 
enable us to triumph finttty rind permnnfliitly oyer thi- 
t icep-rooted mischief/ 

The dacoit* unhappily ^tiU ply their trade in cer¬ 
tain putt* of India, under much the same rircumstance* 
L {« thoso in which flourish their congeners, the ban¬ 
ditti of Europe; blit, unlike therm thw follow peaceful 
occ Lipid it -ns by day, and their nwn peculiar industry 
by night. Hath daedt and brigand are ;it the lowest 
depth of their respectu ■ eiviliflathma, the ease titled 
distinction between them being that the dacott begins 
hia campaign by ft propit intory BncriHce. and the brigand 
ends bis with an expiatory offering-

was addressed. This memorial* hav sng been obtained 
by the Government of Madras from sources not divulged, 
was forwarded to Gah-utta. There appears to have 
berm do question as to ite authenticity, and though it 
had not reached him by the channel intended by the 
memorialist s* the Govern or Genend answered it point 
by point in a letter to Sir George Barlow, who was 
directed to publish it tip the Madras army. 

This paper in its entirety b too long to he inserted 
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hi rv ; it is kmgood to lie unit dated. It [□ fact, an ex- 
kaujitire statement of thfi questions at tasue between the 
officers iind tlie Madras Government, and likewise af the 
gmemi prmtiptai which neoBssitattid the subordination 
of the army in rhe State- When in due time it reached 
Englandj Lard Mnimssbury described it as the 
Mil whhni State paper he hud ever read, Lord If in to 
himself thought h far too long ; but. he desired, ite said, 
* to convince the reason of the younger officers as wed 
as to enforce their obedience, and to lay a atatemeut 
before the army of principles he thought, id understood*" 
While .Sir Crenrge Burlaw wad content to reiterate that

The first step in lids great scheme was not the 
mo -1 successful. On >he conquest of Portugal by the 
French, the Indian Government received orders tr>

civil admini strut ion was still carried on by Portuguese, 
It was intimated that Macao should in himihti rammer 
be protected by a British occupation from FtuiM-xur mJ ta 
to France.

A most entertaining narrative of the arrival at

known writer Mr. J. T. Thomson, FJt/JA, and 
published a hoot nix years ago.

He, 
however, lent it the foil aid of bin ipj.nni , reeogTiising 
in if. the twofold object uf promoting knowledge among

A printing preis, e-labludud by teamed Hiudouo, fur 
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the printing of hooka in the SitMHi-rtt language, Wiis 
muni tii-eii tly aided by Lord Minlo, um:l wiw encouraged 
by the College to undertake *iu edition of the betrt 
Sanscrit dictionaries, and n compilation of the Sannmit 
rule? of grammar. 

His tir-i address in the character of Vsuitor to the 
College, in.
